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NEWLIN 


The family name of NEWLIN is likely an English place name. 
Newlyn is in the County Cornwall, England. 


Nicholas Newland, an Englishman by birth, born about 1630, 
emigrated from Mount Mellick, Ireland, in 1683 to Pennsylvania 
with his wife and two sons. It is claimed that he was descended 
from the De Newlands, who were Manor Lords under the early Nor~ 
man Kings of England. He brought with him a certificate or let-— 
ter of honorable dismissal from the Society of Friends of which 
they were members in good standing at Mt.Mellick, Queens County, 
Ireland. On March lst, 1685, he obtained a patent for 500 acres 
of land in the northeastern part of Concord Township ( then in 
Chester County) and the family name of Newland became henseforth 
Newlin. 


It is interesting to reproduce the copy of the certificate 
as mentioned above, granted to Nicholas Newlin: 


"At the request of Nicholas Newland, we do hereby certify 
that the said Nicholas Newland acquainted our Men's Meeting with 
his intefftion of removing himself and family out of this nation 
into New Jersey or Pennsylvania in America; and we have nothing 
to charge against him or his family, or to their conversation in 
the world since they frequented our meetings, but hath walked 
honestly among men for ought we know or hear by inquiry,,. which 
hath been made, but our Friends! meeting is generally dissatis-. 
fied with his so removing, he being well settled and having suf-~ 
ficient substance for food and rainment, whic.) all thet profess 
Godliness in Christ Jesus ought to be content, for we brought no 
thing into this world, and we are sure to take nothing out, and 
he hath given us no satisfactory reason for his removing,but our 
Godly jealousy is that his chief ground is fearfulness of suf~ 
ferings here for the testimony of Jesus or coveting worldy lit 
erty. All of which we certify from our Men's Meeting at Mount 
Mellick, 25th of lemd, 1682, and we further certify that inquiry 
hath been made concerning the cleaness of Nathaniel and John New. 
land, sons of Nicholas Newland, from all entanglements of marr- 
iage,and that they are released for ought we find. Signed by the 
advice and in behalf of the meeting." 
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Nicholas Newlin was a member of the Provincial Council of 
Pennsylvania, 1685-88;a Justice of the Courts of Chester County, 
1685-91; a man of considerable wealth for that period, and a de- 
vout member of the Society of Friends long before his emigration 
to America. It was because of religious persecution that he emi- 
grated to America and settled in Chester (now Delaware County). 
Built and operated a mill, and was an important man of affairs. 
Meetings of the Society were held at his home as early as 1687. 
He died at Concord, May 1699, and his widow in 1717-18. 


In Dublin,Ireland,are records which indicate that his wife 
was Elizabeth Paggett, or Paggot. 
They had four children as follows:

Paggett, and had four children by the first marriage: Mary, 
Blizabeth, Rebecca and Martha. 

(4) Rachel, married Ephraim Jackson, of Edgemont, Pa., and died 
in 1742. 


Nathaniel Newlin, the eldest child of Nicholas Newlin, em 
igrated from Ireland with his father,and was born there, Dec.18, 
1653. He resided all his life in Concord Township, and like his 
father he was a man of wealth and prominence. His house which he 
erected in 1699 was still standing 200 years later at which time 
it was torn down. He purchased in 1724, 7700 acres of land which 
was lator laid out as Newlin Township. He was member of the Pro- 
vineial Aggembly for 24 years, from 1698 to 1722; and was first 
commissioned Justice of the Peace and of the Courts of Chester 
County in 1703 and several times recommissioned,the last time of 
record being August 26, 1726, although he probably served until 
his death in 1729. He was one of the Proprietaries Commissioners 
of property from 1722-29;a Trustee of the General Loan Office of 
the province, and one of the Commissioners selected in 1700 to 
draw up a plan for a new form of Government for Pennsylvania. 


Upon the death of Nathaniel Newlin, there remained unsold 
of the Newlin Township, over 6000 acres which was divided among 
the heirs, and of which his son, Nathaniel, Jr., received 1620 
acres. The holders of land in Newlin Township are said to have 
paid quit-rents to the head of the Newlin family for a consider- 
able time, from which it might be claimed that this was substan- 
tially a "Manor." 


Nathaniel Newlin was twice married; first, April 17, 1685, 
to Mary Mendenhall, daughter of Thomas and Joan Mendenhall, of 
Wiltshire, England (see MENDENHALL GENEALOGY); married secondly, 
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Feb. x, 1729, to Mary Fincher, daughter of John Fincher. She re- 
moved, upon the death of her husband, to Londongrove and died in 
1730. There was no issue by the second marriage;but by the first 
marriage there were seven children:

Nicholas Newlin, eldest son of Nathaniel and Mary (Menden- 
hall) Newlin, born 1689,died 1768; married (1) 1715, Edith Pyle, 
born 1395, died 174°; married (2) 1746, Ann Speakman, born 1719, 
died 1789;daughter of Thomas and Ann Speakman.By the latter mar- 
riage there were ten children,of whom the second son was Thomas- 
as below, and the fourth son was Nicholas of whom later.

Nathaniel Newlin, Jr., brother of Nicholas and the fourth 
of the seven children of Nathaniel and Mary (Mendenhall) Newlin, 
was born Jan. 19, 1690 and died in 1751. He was one of the most 
prominent men of his time in Pennsylvania, and was a member the 
Provincial Assembly for a number of years. He married 1710, Jane 
Woodward, tne daughter of Richard and Jane Woodward, early Quaker 
settlers in Middletomm, Delaware Co., Pa. By this marriage, there 
were nine children as follows:Nathaniel(of whom further), Joseph 
(of whom below), Nicholas(who married 1747, Ann Walter, widow of 
Thomas Walter), Nathan, Rachel, Hlizabeth, Jane,Mary and Martha. 


Joseph Newlin, the second of the above nine children, was 
born Sept.20, 1718, and died Nov.28, 1768. He married, March 22, 
1740, Phoebe Lewis, born Feb.26, 1722,died 1775, the daughter of 
Samuel and Phoebe (Taylor) Lewis; and granddaughter of Ralph and 
Mary Lewis, Quaker Settlers in Pennsylvania from Glamorganshire, 
Wales, and of Josiah and Elizabeth(Pennell) Taylor, both of whom 
emigrated from England. ' 


Two children of the above Joseph and Phoebe (Lewis) Newlin 
were Hlizabeth Newlin, and Nathaniel Newlin ~- as below. 
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Elizabeth Newlin, the daughter just mentioned, born Mar.7, 
1742, married Feb. 5, 1774, John Yarnall, born Dec. 8, 1759, son 
of Nathan and Rachel (Jackson) Yarnall; grandson of Philip Yar-. 
nall, who came from England with his brother Francis, to Chester 
County, Pa., in 1683. 


John Yarnall,a son by the above marriage, born Wilmington, 
Del., Sept. 15, 1782, died May 5, 1874, was a Surveyor and mer-— 
chanu. Married, May 8, 1827, Keziah Coale, born 1806, died 1851; 
of the Colonial Quaker family of that name in Varyland. 


Anna Yarnall, a daughter by the above marriage, born Phil-— 
adelphia, Pa.,May 1, 1836, died July 21, 1923; married, June 27, 
1367, James Laird de Vou, 2d; of Wilmington, Delaware, (of French 
Huguenot descent), born January 13, 1821, died February 18, 1902 


Mr. de Vou, in cooperation with the late Joshua T, Heald, 
was engaged in banking,brokeraze and real estate and was active- 
ly identified with the early developement of Wilmington. He was 
long a member of Delaware Historical Society, and was a Captain 
of the Lincoln "Wide*Awakes",whose activities did mich to arouse 
sentiment for the first election of Lincoln. 

He .was' one of 300 in Delaware who voted for the Free Soil-- 
er, John C. Fremont for the presidency of the U. S.,as candidate 
of the Republican Party in 1856; Fremont receiving the vote of 
eleven states.At the outbreak of the Civil War,he lent financial 
assistance to the government in its equipment of the First Dela- 
ware Regiment. He was one of a committee appointed to visit the 
Battlefield of Gettysburg to see to the welfare of Delaware sol- 
diers after the battle. Was member of a Committee also,appointed 
to meet President Lincoln at the State line when he was enroute 
to Philadelphia to make one of his great war time speeches. Was 
On various important committees on many other occasions, and was 
a member of the Union League in Wilmington,opened March 29,1863. 


Mr. de Vou was one of a party of public spirited citizens 
of Wilmington who visited the stricken City of Charleston fol-— 
lowing the earthquake of 1886, and by the subscriptions which 
they raised, assisted greatly "to the relief of the sufferers", 
as attested by an engraved testimonial"voted unenimously in City 
Council 28th December, 1886",

R.R., in 
Pittsburgh, Pa., he joined the American Bridge Company there 
and was with them for 50-35 years,retiring in 1938, at which 
time he was manager of the Erecting Department, Pittsburgh 
Division, while there he invented a locomotive crane derrick 
car,for use by the Company. In his capacity as district man- 
ager for the Company,he had charge of the steel construction 
of the Huey P. Long Bridge over the Mississippi River at New 
Orleans.He was engineer in charge of construction of the han- 
gar at Akron, Ohio, from which the ill-fated Akron took its 
first flight. Member American Society of Civil Engineers of 
Western Pennsylvania.
